TO KYO (A P ) — An editorial 
on party leadership published 
today in the leading Chinese 
Communist journals made no 
mention of Deputy Party Chair­ 
man Lin Piao, indicating that 
Mao 
Tse-tung's 
heir-designate 
really has fallen from grace. 
References to Mao also were 
subdued, suggesting that the 77- 
year-old party leader has been 
slightly downgraded either at 
his own request or on orders of 
the party’s Central Committee. 
Lin’s name has not apjieared 
in the Chinese press since Sept. 
8 when he, Mao and Premier 
Chou En-lai sent a joint mes­ 
sage 
of 
congratulations 
to 
North 
Korea 
on 
its 
national 
day. 


Lin's name was last used in a 
major official way in an edito­ 
rial Aug, I commemorating the 
44tli anniversary of the Chinese 
army. His photo also appeared 
with Mao’s in the Chinese press 
at that time. 
The cancellation of the Com­ 
munist 
regime’s 
traditional 
Oct. 1 National Day parade and 
the absence of a joint editorial 
or photos of Lin and Mao at 
that time indicated 
a power 
struggle was under way. There 
have been widespread but un­ 
confirmed 
reports 
since 
then 
that the 64-year-old Lin, who is 
also the defense minister, was 
on the way out because of his 
drive in recent years to portray 
Mao as a sort of god. 
Today’s 
editorial, 
published 
jointly by the Peking People’s

Daily and the theoretical jour­ 
nal Red Flag, disclosed that for 
the past year the party has 
been engaged in a movement

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Two officials at the Ohio county 
commissioner’s 
convention 
have said that permissive taxes 
should be made mandatory. 
Taxes and funding of county 
governments by the Ohio Gen­ 
eral Assembly were chief topics 
of discussion at the annual con­ 
vention, which ends today. 
Ross 
County 
Commissioner 
Grant McDonald said the per­ 
missive taxes should be man­ 
datory so the burden of imple­ 
mentation doesn’t fail on the 
commissioners. “In our county. 
if you implement the four per­ 
missive taxes, you won't be 
commissioner next year.” 
Local governments can sup­ 
plement their fixed state alloca­ 
tion 
with 
these 
permissive 
taxes: a $5 vehicle license plate 
fee: a land transfer tax; a mo­ 
tel-services tax, and a half per 
cent ‘‘piggy back” sales tax. 
Frederick H. Deering, com­ 
missioner of Erie County and 
chairman of the association’s

LIM A, Ohio (A P )—The max­ 
imum security ward at Lima 
State Hospital was closed Tues­ 
day and its 40 patients and 
about 20 attendants moved to 
other parts of the institution for 
the criminally insane.
